We may with preat ruth fay, that he is a rich 
Man ; we may, in this Senfe, fay chat he is a great 
Man ; but, for the Love ef Heaven, Why fhould 
we fay that he is a Man ? or prefer him to 
others who have lefs tes, and make a better Ule 
of them than he? Priyate Purpofes may be, indeed, 
ferved by fuch Praifes.s (fora Man muft be a Mifer 
indeed, who will not feed bis Parafires) but co recom. 
mend a Man to the Publick on the Score of his 
Eftate, is abfurd in the bigheft Degree On that 
Score he may be rever’d, indeed, amongft his Te- 
nants; but every Man who has an independent 
Property will think himflf, and with all the Reafon 
in the World, as good a. as he. 
There is another T’ cf Modern Praifés, as ill- 
founded as any of thefe, and that. is the commending 
a Man for his Wit, when he never fhews that Wit, 
bur at the Expence of. Common Scn‘e, arid accom- 
panied with Ill-Nature. ’s Vein be of this Sort ; 
if he fports alike with Religion, Government, and 
Morality; if he is bright in his Expreffions, and at 
the fame time dark in his Intentions ; you may per- 
fwade me that he has Parts, but you yourfelf cannot 
love thofe Pare, whea.put to futh-a Uf. You 
may, indeed, fay you deo; but you may fay it is 
Night at Noon, or you may deceive yourfelf, by 
not confidering exaétly what you are faying. You 
are pleafed with Pife’s Wit on certain Subjeéts : 
The Reafon is, becaufe your Malice and his poine 
the fame Way. But fuppofe his Wit direéted again# 
Things which you think facred, What would you 
think of it them? Suppofe he took it in his Head to 
expofe your Family, you might think his Reflections 
witty, but, I dare fay, you would think them wrong 
placed. Wir then, like Birth and Fortune, is not 
the proper Subje&t of Panegyrick, till ic is made fo 
by the Prudence of the Poffeffor. All general En- 
comiums upon it are unjuft and unnatural ; indeed 
no more to the Purpofe than complimenting a Man 
upon his wearing a fine Sword, which he may do, 
and be an Affaflin, Thefe Things are and will be 
wrong in their Nature, let who will efpoufe them, or 
let them be ever fo artfully difpuifed, or elegantly 
drefs'd out. Truth isthe Soul ot Eulogy, and where 
ir is wanting, nothing can fupply its Place. 

It would be tedious and little to the Purpofe to 
enumerate any more Inftances of this Sort, I fhall 
content myfelt therefore with remarking, that che 
contraty Pra€tice of Satyrizing for what is not ina 
| Man’s Power to -have or to do, ie equally unjuf, 
equally unreafonable, and ought therefore to be equally 
ridiculous. *Tis very truce that all Satyrifts ancient 
and modern have offended againft Rule, and have 
upbraided fuch as they wrote againft, on the Head 
of their Birth, theie Fortune, or their Perfons. Burt 
Cuftom can never eftablifh cither the Juftice or the 
Truth of a Thing, where they were not before ; and 
therefore I think this Obje@ion is fo far from over- 
turning my Rule, that ir really ferves to fhew the Ne- 
ceffity of ir. For, if an ill Cuftom hath gone near to 
introduce an Error in the Opinion of the Generaliry 
of Mankind, there is the utmoft Reafon for fhewing 
the Falfhood and Iniquiry of this Cuftom, that it may 
impofe on Men no longer. It is no Excufe on this 
Head to fay, that the Greek and Latin, the French and 
Italian Poets are univerfally cenfured, who are yet 
efteemed excellent in their Kind by the fevereft Cri- 
ticks. For in this Light we do not condemn their 
Wir, but their Morals; we do not fay thar they are 
ill Poers, but that they are ill Men. Lampoons and 
Libels may contain Wit, Spirir, and fine Lapeueee , 
but this only makes their Authors more culpab 





furely the Proftiruting Abilities is an Offence not only 
againft the Laws of Men bur of Nature. Thofe who 
think otherwife fuffer cheir Underftanding to be daz 
tled by the Brightnefs of the Author's Genius, and 
moft prepofteroully fuppofe, that the Beauty of Expref- 
fion may attone for Faults in Sentiments, which is nor 
a gtain more abfurd than if they fhould fay, a hand- 
fome Woman is to be excufed fur being a Jilt, the 
PerfeCtions of her Perfon making Amends for the De- 
formity of her Mind. 
To apply thefe Obfervations to the Writings of the 
prefent Times: We meet every Day with Papers full 
of extravagant Praife,or of as extravagant Satyr. Thefe 
therefore Men of Senfe and Impartiality muft never 
{wallow in the Grofs, but muft in che firft place fepa- 
rate whatever is founded on thefe falfe tho’ common 
Topicks. Thefe taken away, together with hole 
Exaggerations which are natural co Panegyrifts and 
Satyrifts, the true Charaéter of the Perfon is contra- 
&ed within a very narrow Compafs, and a true Judg- 
ment thereof may be form’d with Eafe and Cercainty 
enough. Burt ia this Cafe che Readet mult carefully 
obferve, that the main Points in the Character are 
eftablifhed on found, and not on fuppofititious Princi- 
ples. For Inftance, he muft fee, that the Love of 
his Country is not afcribed to a Man. on.account of 
his being of a certain Party ; becaufle this is really no 
Proof at all. One of the Party fays this; all the Parry 
are ready to vouch it ; a Reader inclined to the Party 
readily beligves it; but a Man of Senfe and Impar- 
tiality reafons otherwife. He does not immediately 
conclude, as a Reader of the other Party would have 
done, that fuch a Manis an Enemy to his Counrry ; 
but taking the whole CharaGter together, he conli- 
ders whether the Virtues afcribead tothe Man, and 
the AGtions done by him, can fairly entitle him ro 
the Praifes beftowed upon hifm. This is the only true 
Method of Judging af the Merits of the Caufe, and 
of the Worth of a Panegyrick, or of aSatyre, ina mo- 
ral Senfe ; as to ics Worth in another, that is, in the 
Senfe of a Performance of Wic or Humour, I leave 
that to anocher Set of Criticks; But then I muft ob- 
ferve, that whatever Judgment they give amounts to 
no more than this; Here is a Perfon hand{omely flar- 
tered, There a Man exquifitely abufed. 
The fame Remarks may be of great Ufe in general 

 Converfations, which too often turn upon the fame 
Subjeéts. There are art prefent a Multirude of fluent 
Speakers, who'delight in nothing fo much as in ma- 
nifefting theie Capacities in crying up or crying down 
Men in eminent Stations. In this refpect they are 
exaCtly what Mr. Dryden defcribes Zimri to have been, 


So over-violent, or over-civil, 


That ev'ry Man with kim is God, or Devil. 


A Man of this Conftitution ftuns the Grofs of the 
Company by his Vociferation, and bears down orci- 
naty Underftandings by his Volubility of Tongue. 
But the wifer Part of his Audience are content to Ict 
him breathe himfelf before they interpofe, and when 
he has finith'd his Piece, they have more Refpect to 
che Out-lines than to the Colouring, and are in greater 
Concern to know whether the Picture is like, than 
whether it be well done ; becaufe it is of much greater 
Importance to inform the pnd ment, than to amufe 
the Fancy or gratify the Pafhons. Yet into thefe 
Faults the Generaliry of Hearers naturally fall. What 
is it to me, crys one, whether what the Gentleman 
fays be right er wrong? He isa cleaver Fellow, I’m 
fure, and talks well! My Friend, fays another who is 
in the fame Sentiments with the Speaker, Cut away ; 
be jhew'd the Patriot in a fine Light, and maul'd the 
Great Man unmercijully. But what appears from thefe 
Decifions? Why certainly, that the firft is fuch a 
lukewarm Lover of Truth, as to fuffer Falfhood to 
take place of her whenever fhe is better drefs'd ; and 
the latter is fo intoxicated with Patty Prejudices, as 
to think that Truth and Juftice ought to give way 
whenever the Caufe requires ir. 

It may poffibly be faid, that in handling thefe Mart- 
ters, I have myfelf handled the Pencil pretty boldly. 
But for my Difcharge I need only remark, that this 
Obje@ion regards a Fact altogether within every 
Reader's Knowledge ; to the Confcience then of every 
Reader I appeal, and defige him only to refie@, whe- 
ther he has not in Print and in Speech mer with fuch _.

Whether he does not believe, that it is of greater | 
Confequence to decide juftly on the moral W orth of 
fuch Pieces, than on their Value as witty Perform- 
ances? Thiy being done, I fhall without Pain fubmit 
the Ufefulnefs of thie Paper to his Confideration ; be- 
ing defirous, that in my own, as well as in other 
Peoples Cafes, Ufc, and not Shew, fhould be chiefly 
teparded. Papers writren to ferve the Purpofes of 
Parties muft do Hurt; Papers written to amufe Mens 
Fancigs anay do Hurt ; but Papers written to inform 
the Judgm-nt cannot. For either they are true, and 
then they will anfwer their End; or they are falfe, and 
then the Refuration of them will anfwer their End ; 
and which-ever Way Truth is ferved is no great 
Matter, fince cither Way the Publick is the Gainer.

Several thouland Carriages taken from the Enemy 
ate moreover curty'd to the Ukraine, in which 
Nomber there are 500 laden with al! the Seraskier’s 
Treafure and E& Cts The Ruffians found in Choc- 
zim a fine Train of Aftillery conlifting of 200 Brafs 
Guns, befides a Magazine weil furoifh’d with Am- 
munition aod Provifions. General Munich having 
garifon’d the Town and Citadel of Choczim with 
fevera! Batalitors, decamp'd towards Jafly to com- 
pleat the Reduétion of Moldavia, which neither the 
Turks nor Tartars being able to oppofe, the former 
are reiir’d towards Bender and the Danube, and 
the latrer are return’d to the Budziac Tartary. The 
Rufliass ftill hope to take Bender before the Cam- 
paign is ended. Moft of the Greeks and the other 
Chriftian Inhabiran's of Moldavia have declar'd in 
favour of Prince Canuimir, that he fhall be Hofpo- 
dar of that Provirce. Tho’ the Tartars are retir'd 
out of that Counrry, yer fome of their Parties re 
main there fill, which burn and deftroy every Part 
where they imapine the Rufhians will come 
Stockholm, Sept. 6. QO. S. M. Beftuchef the Ruffian 
Minittcr here has declared, that the Czarina could 
rot but take Umbrage at the great Detachment fent 
to Finland, as well as az the Talk reviv'd upon that 
Occafion, and » hat was faid about the Affair of M.
